“We have plenty of people to talk to and lots of 
theories to run down.” 

Stephan said the theft took place after the 
bank closed Friday, March 29, at.7 p.m. and 
before 8:30 a.m. Saturday, March 30, when the

Munter Leaves County Post

Crawford County’s first Equalization Director, Larry 
Hunter, will be leaving the county post after 19 years. After 
Apri) 15, Hunter will be a field claim representative for Farm 
Bureau Insurance covering Crawford and five other coun- 
ties, 

Hunter established the county’s equalization office in 
May, 1966, after he finished an extensive 42-week property 
tax administrative and appraising course from Michigan 
Technology University. A native of Grayling, Hunter was 
graduated from GHS in 1962 and attended Northwestern Col- 
lege for two years. 

As Equalization Director, Hunter was in charge of pre- 
paring the full equalization report for the county. In addition 
his office handles the city assessing and helps townships with 
special assessing requests or when a unit has problems. 

Hunter said two highlights during the 19 years were in 
the early 70’s when the county received aerial photographs 
and switched from the addressograph system to computer. 

‘“‘The aerial photographs allowed us to check the terrain 
of property — whether it was swamp, covered with conifers, 
and so forth — without having to make a physical inspec- 
tion,’’ he said. 

Hunter said switching the tax rolls to a computer from 
the addressograph saved time and made the courthouse 
quieter. 

“There wasn’t a problem in the old courthouse because 
the machine was in a corner away from everyone. Whenever 
I cranked up the machine in the new courthouse and there 
was court in session, the judge would send an officer down to 
tell me to shut the machine off.”

Hunter says during the 19 years the public has grown 
more aware of the job of county equalization director. He 
feels more people understand the system now. In the past, 
however, the county equalization director has taken unfair 
biame from disgruntled taxpayers lashing out. 

Hunter said during the 70’s, especially 1977-78, the tax 
association groups were very strong in Crawford County and 
he attended many of their meetings to attempt to answer 
questions. 

“I was never one to back down from a scrap,” he said. 
“There was one held in the Grayling Middle School gym and 
it was so packed you couldn’t have fit another person in if you 
had used oil. It lasted about 374 hours and I took nothing but 
abuse.”’ 

‘T learned from that meeting. At all the other meetings, 
the first thing I did was say I’m not going to answer questions 
about individual property assessments. I can’t answer why 
an assessor did this.” 

“That always seemed to work. It takes the heat off me 
right away and seems to calm people down. Then they listen 
to my explanations.” 

Hunter said another big taxpayers meeting was held in 
1979, 

‘Taxpayers thought a new Headlee law was a God-send 
that would help all of them. What they failed to realize was 
Headlee affected the unit of government as a whole, not in- 
dividual assessments. You can’t have a cap on assessment 
increases for individual parcels because they’re not checked 
each year. A piece of property may stay the same for five 
years under market value and then receive a large increase 
all in one year to bring it up to value.” 

Hunter said if any individual property owner has a com- 
plaint about local assessments or decisions he can always 
appeal to the state. 

“l’ve very much enjoyed the past 19 years here and I 
never once regretted working with the people of the county,” 
Hunter said. 

The county commissioners tentatively appointed Bill 
Borchers as acting equalization director beginning April 15. 


Dial-A-Ride Streamlines 
Sunday Service 


Dial-A-Ride will be streamlining its Sunday service dur- 
ing April to December as a response to drop-off in customer 
demand during the fair weather months. 

Beginning Sunday, April 7, Dial-A-Ride will change its 
current two-bus dispatch system used on Sunday, The trans- 
portation system will still offer ride service throughout the 
entire county Sunday, but customers will have to arrange 
rides by 3 p.m. Saturday. There will be no dispatcher work- 
ing Sunday. Bus drivers will be given a list of rides for Sun- 
day arranged the previous day. 

Crawford County Transportation Director Dave 
FTederick Said tne cider siip just isn’t there on Sundays dur- 
ing the fair weather inounitis io justify a dispatcher. 

“We're willing to provide rides on Sunday, but in a more 
cost-efficient way,’’ he said. ‘In the winter, when the 
weather is lousy we carry an average of 60 passengers and 
half of those are during a two-hour span around church ser- 
vices.”’ 

With the new system, Dial-A-Ride customers can still 
have Sunday rides during April to December, but they’ll have 


to call ahead on Saturday before 3 p.m.

Millage Passes 


Crawford AuSable School District voters passed a three- 
year operational millage 881 toe 552 in a special election 
Tuesday. 

The millage request for 17.9 mills - a return to 1979-82 


millage levels — was approved by a 769 to 390 vote in precinct 


I, the former Grayling Public Schools territory. 

The millage was defeated 111 to 71 in Precinct II, 
covering all of the former Frederic Community School 
territory except Lovells. 

In Precinct IH, eovering Lovells Township, the millage 
vote was 91 no to 41 yes. 

Crawford AuSable Superintendent Kent Reynolds says 
the renewal of 16.9 mills plus one mill will allow the school 
district to continue operations at the same leve}. The school 
board had reduced the operational millage in 1982 by one mill 
and they said they needed the one mill back to continue 
current services. 

The millage request was placed on the ballot during a 
special election on April 2nd instead of the annual June 
school election to beat a deadline for collecting summer 
taxes. With the approval of the millage, the school district 
will be able to continue collecting summer taxes and save 
about $100,000 in interest.. Without summer taxes, the school 
district is forced to borrow money to operate until winter 
taxes come in.

Charlie Brown, springtime 
fun always seems to be in- 
terrupted by the dreadful 
“Kite-Kating” trees. While 
trees can be hazardous, 
Willis C. Alten, of Consumers 
Power Company’s Cadillac 
District, says kite flying can 
be even more dangerous if 
parents and children don’t 
observe some simple safety 
rules. 

First, make your kite of 
materials that won’t conduct 
electricity, like paper, wood 
and plastic. Next, fly your 
kite during good weather, in 
open areas and away from 
busy streets. If your kite 
does become caught in a tree 
or on a power pole, don’t 
climb up to get it down. This 
most common kite flying ac- 
cident can result in serious 
burns if you come in contact 
with high-voltage wires. 
Finally, if your kite becomes 
snagged in an electric wire, 
never pull on the line. In- 


stead, call Consumers

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. Governor Considering 


Tax Rollback 


Proposal of His Own 


Warren M. Hoyt, Executive Dir., MPA | 


The plan would be an evaluation of the 
Governor’s intended, but yet unannounced 
plan to improve the “fairness and equity” of 
the state taxes by closing several tax loop- 
holes and making other adjustments. 

That plan was not originally to have ad- 
dressed the income tax rate issue nor finan- 
ce a more generous property tax plan and 
was to have remained revenue neutral in its 
impact on the tax system, neither raising 
nor Cutting state revenues. 

Gary Wolfram, taxation aide to the Senate 
Republican Caucus, said the Governor is 
trying to ‘‘one-upmanship, but saying, ‘Pll 
do all that (roliback taxes early) plus give 

Wolfram said the flaw is that it would be 
expanding a system that in essence pays 
taxpayers to raise local property taxes and 
gives marginal help to renters. 

House Taxation Chairman Representa- 
tive Lynn Jondahl (D-East Lansing) said no 
final decisions have been made on an in- 
come tax rollback or which tax loopholes to 
close to pay for any rollback. 

Blanchard has not yet decided that the 
“political reality” dictates an earlier roll- 
back, Jondahl said, although the Governor 
has said it may be necessary to support an 
earlier rollback if that support is needed to 
move forward on other issues. 

The January 1, 1986 roliback was support- 
ed by 16 Republicans and 14 Democrats in 
the Senate. 

But Jondahl said he has not been toid the 
administration had decided on any method 
of financing a rollback. 

Senator Norman Shinkle (R-Lambert- 
ville), chairman of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, said the Governor’s proposal was a 
‘“‘whole different issue’ from what the 
Senate has approved. He said the Senate ac- 
ted to return a projected revenue surplus 
while the Governor is talking about raising 
new revenues and then giving them back 
through a different mechanism. 

‘What the Senate passed was not contin- 
gent upon raising other revenues,” Shinkle 
said, adding that “raising additional 
revenues by taxing other institutions is a 
whole separate question.”

National Guard Eligible 
Under New G.I. Bill 


The Michigan Army 
National Guard announced 


‘today of a new educational 


assistance program that will 
gointo effect July 1, 1985. 

Called the “New G.I. Bill,” 
the Federal program is for 
active and reserve com- 
ponent military members. 
National Guard members 
are included in the act that 
grants money for college. 

All qualified members of 
the Army and Air National 
Guard will be eligible for 
education benefits worth up 
to $5,040. 

The Veterans’ Administra- 
tion will operate the pro- 
gram that will pay the 
money monthly, directly to 
the Guard member. 

To earn the benefit, a per- 
son must join the National 
Guard and meet certain 
minimum qualifications. A 
recipient must be a high 
school graduate (or equiva- 
lent) prior to the end of 
initial active duty training. A 
person must serve at least 
180 days in the National 
Guard, including initial ac- 
tive duty. And, a member 
must have at least six years 
of service remaining in the 
National Guard after July 1, 
1985. 

While eligibility for the 
program begins July 1, 
Guard members who enlist 
prior to July 1, 1985, and 
most current members, may 
also be eligible for benefits 
under the new program. 

For example, a person 

may join the National Guard 
Starting at age 17, usually for 
a six-year obligation to serve 
with a unit, The enlistment 
process and initial active 
duty (Basic Training and a 
Military Skill School) 
typically take four months or 
longer. Once the person 
finishes high school and 
passes the 180-day milestone 
of total National Guard time 
served, the member may 
apply for the educational 
benefit. 
_ However, on or after July 
1, 1985, current Guard mem- 
bers must reenlist, extend or 
otherwise agree to serve 
enough additional time to 
make a total of six years to 
qualify. 


Herbal 
Corner 


Natural toothbrushes were 
very popular before the use 
of animal bristles, or syn- 
thetic brushes. Natives of 
the West Indies, Africa, and 
other parts of the world still 
use these natural brushes 
without additional cleansers, 
such as powders and pastes. 
The following was taken 
from a century old cosmetic 
manufacturing book. 
Natural toothbrushes were 
tied up with ribbons in neat 
little bundles. Scent and 
color were often added to the 
brushes. 

Alfalfa root brushes: Take 
roots of convenient size and 
strip off outer skin or bark, 
and dry slowly. When the 
roots are well dried, cut 
them into small pieces of 3 
inch length, and upon each 
end thereof, strike lightly 
with a hammer; the fibres 
are thus detached and form 
a brush.

Brines For Dust 
Control To Be 
Phased Out 


A new order issued by the 
DNK phasing out the use of 
oil field brines for dust con- 
trol will condemn thousands 
of Michigan residents on 
rural gravel roads to sum- 
mers filled with choking, 
gritty dust, it was declared 
today by Earl Rogers, Direc- 
tor of the County Road Asso- 
ciation. 

Rogers charged that the 
DNR’s drastic action is 
being taken in advance of 
publication of recommenda- 
tions of the Oil and Gas Advi- 
sory Board supporting con- 
tinued use of oil field brine 
for roads. 

Most Michigan county 
road commissions have used 
brine for 30 years to control 
dust on rural gravel roads. 
The only alternative is use of 
more expensive calcium 
chioride - an alternative 
beyond the reach of most 
townships and counties. 

“The clouds of choking 
dust, which will result on 
many roads because of the 
DNR action, could be more 
environmentally damaging 
to Michigan residents than 
any. possible adverse effects 
from brine use,”’ Rogers 
stated. 

“The DNR has chosen to 
wash its hands of an issne 
without even proposing tests 
to determine if organics in 
the brines are naturally bio- 
degraded in road soils and 
therefore, reasonably harm- 
less. No tests have ever 
shown brine harms surface 
water where the dust-retar- 
dant has been properly 
used.” 

The Crawford County 
Road Commission utilizes 
brine from Natural Mineral 
wells.
